Mary Budore, a bride of scarcely 24 


hours, threw herself under the wheels 
of a train at Star Junction Sunday 
-BTentng and was Instantly killed. The 
girl, who was 22 years old. was mar- 
ried Saturday afternoon to John Bu- 
dore. 
After the ceremony the two 


•went to Star Junction, where their 
home wa^ to be, and there a wedding 
celebration was held. There was danc- 
ing throughout the night. It Is a cus- 
tom among the Slavs for each man 
present at the dance to s^e the bride 
«. dollar. In observance of this custom 
nearly $400 was given to Mrs. Eudore 
.Saturday night. Her mother collected 
the money, and after the dance was 
OT8T she refused to give it to the girl. 
A quarrel ensued, and the daughter 
declared Sunday morning that sho 
would kill herself.

deliberately threw herself under

The engineer, not gnit-b?mg the girl's 
purpose, had not time to stop his en- 
gine.

Workmen Lacking in Skill. 


The packers, while claiming that 


they will soon have thoir affairs in 
normal condition, again, so successful 
Jutve they been in securing non-union 
men, yet admit that so far they have 
been, able to get but 530 of their old 
employes buck and that the majority 
of these men are unskilled worker•? 
According lo the strikers, every ani- 
mal that has been slaughtered since 
tite strike was called has been at 
financial loss to the packers, as lu 
the majority of cases a lack of skilled 
workmen has made it impossible to 
operate the by-products department, 
and this source of revenue, which un- 
der normal conditions is a clear pro fa 
to the packers, has bee-ii allowed to 
go to waste. 


Tho packers were tig u ring on a 


break in ihe ranks of the strikers 
when work was resumed this morn- 
ing, but there was nothing that would 
indicate that the men were even con- 
sidering such a step. 
According to 


Michael J. Donnelly, president of the 
organization wbJch precipitated the 
strUce, the strikers are in a better po- 
sition than they were the day tlio 
strike was called. 


Donnelly Makes Statement. 


"During the four weeks that the 


strike has beea in force/' said Mr. 
Donnelly, "there have been less than 
£00 desertions and not one of these 
•workmen who have gone back to L!:O 
packers is a skilled worker.

The unprecedented loss of the Rus- 
sian left at Tatchekiao and the ap- 
pearance of the Japanese Takushan 
army on the Hank forced the abandon- 
ment and surrender, without a fight., of 
Tinkow, Haicheng and Newchwang

that Kurcpatkin will be forced to 
give battle, whatever his present pur- 
posa may he.
